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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-4, 6-9, 11-14, and 16-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Penunuri. (U.S. Pat 5,287,036) in view of Oldfield. (U.S. Pat 
6,509,821). 

Regarding claims 1, 6, 11 and 16, Penunuri. teaches a method of forming a 
micro fabrication comprising the steps of providing a microelectronic substrate 130 (col. 
1 , lines 55-65 and Fig. 1 ); and forming over the substrate 130 a spirally pattered 
conductor layer 120 (col. 11, lines 55-65 and Fig. 1). 

Penunuri. does not disclose the spirally pattered conductor layer 130 being 
spirally topographically tapered in a vortex shape. 

Oldfield. teaches forming a microwave device comprising a spirally pattered 
conductor layer 2 being spirally topographically tapered in a vortex shape (col. 3, lines 
12-65 and Fig. 3A). At the time of the invention was made, it would have been obvious 
to a person of ordinary skill in the art to combine the spirally tapered conductor layer 
teaching of Oldfield with Penunuri's spirally pattered conductor layer, because it would 
have reduced resonant loss as taught by Oldfield, column 2, lines 2-12. 
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Regarding claims 2, 7,12, and 17, Penunuri. teaches the spirally pattered 
conductor layer 120 is an inductor (col. 11, lines 55-65 and Fig. 1). 

Regarding claims 3, 4, 8, 9, 13, 14,18 and 19, Oldfield. teaches the spirally 
pattered conductor layer 130 being spirally topographically tapered in a vortex shape 
without teaching the pointed end of the vortex is directed towards or away the 
substrate. However, the pointed end of the vortex is directed towards or away the 
substrate is considered an obvious design optimization and do not lend novelty of to the 
claimed process. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 5, 10, 15 and 20 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: none of the prior art whether taken singularly or in combination, especially when 
these limitations are considered within the specific combination claims, to teach the 
vortex shaped has an opening end across dimension from about 50-900 microns and a 
height of from about 50-600 microns
